DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Our spotters failed to find anybody of 
importance on the subway system to mention 
this week.

THAT DELAY AT SOUTHAMPTON 

Everybody is talking about that one-hour delay 
on the Hampton Subway last Wednesday at 
3:20 p.m. It was caused by a stampede, and so 
we investigated. The incident occurred because 
of the recent hire of Frank Everybody, a retiree 


from North Sea who works two days a week. He 
jumps on a select subway car when a train pulls 
into Southampton, picks up any trash on the 
floor or seats, then jumps off. This is why the 
doors on the train stay open an extra 30 seconds 
at Southampton. Think about it. Cleaning up a 
different car each time a train arrives means that, 
eventually, you get all the cars cleaned. Anyway, 
last Wednesday he jumped into the third car 
and a minute went by and he didn’t get off.

CHANGE IN SCHEDULE

a.m., the A Train Local will be out of service. The 
alternate route would be, from East Hampton to 
take the 4 train to Bridgehampton, then the B 
train local toward Sag Harbor, get off at Long 
Pond, take the shuttle to Scuttlehole, then get on 
the D train to Southampton. People coming from 
Southampton should take the K Train Express 
Limited to Noyac, then the 2 Train to Mecox and 
then cross over and go downstairs and take the 
5 Train Local to Wainscott during this time. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

We have apologized to President Obama 
and Prime Minister Netanyahu, who were 
supposed to meet secretly aboard our special 
luxury subway car, “The Internationale,” last 
Monday. “The Internationale” is decked out as .

SNAKE ADVOCATES DECRY ST. PATRICK’S DAY 
Police were called in to control crowds as 


a large group of outraged snake enthusiasts | 


flooded Montauk on Thursday to protest 
the upcoming St. Patrick’s Day festivities 
planned for the village. Stuart Schlangmann, a 
spokesman for a group called Forked Tongues 
for the South Fork, explained his group’s stance

WARDEN SUSPENDED FOR ORGANIZING 


PRISON PARTY 

Officials confirmed this week that the mysterious 
party that recently occurred in a local jail, 
which was described by witnesses as a loud 
and disruptive affair, was in fact held under the 
explicit direction of the jail’s warden. On the 
evening of January 14, according to a police 
investigation, Chief Warden Ray Stone of Mecox 
Jailhouse commanded that the male prisoners 
held at the jail be temporarily released from their 
cells and brought into the jail’s cafeteria.

When questioned, 
Warden Stone admitted that the party was 
his idea, and he took full responsibility. 
He defended his actions, claiming that the 
party had in fact improved discipline 
and thwarted at least one attempted 
jailbreak. Warden Stone has_ been 
suspended pending a_ full review. of 
his actions. g&

It is my belief that exaggerations can come 
from the active imagination of men scared out 
of their wits who have come to believe others 
won’t think what they’d been through would be 
bad enough to scare them out of their wits, so 
they pump up the danger further each time they 
tell the story so the triumph seems worth it. 

It shouldn’t happen with news 
reporters, though. 

In the case of Bill O’Reilly, evidence about one 
of his supposed lies comes from an interview he 
gave to Ingrid Lemme, the former PR manager

at Gurney’s Inn, in a 2009 TV. interview on her 
American Dream Show. A clip from Gurney’s 
was shown by Mother Jones in a story entitled 
BILL O’REILLY HAS HIS OWN BRIAN WILLIAMS 
PROBLEM, and it’s now been seen millions of 
times, if you count all the clips of it that have 
been picked up by other outlets and on social 
media. I watched the clip from this interview as 
it appears on the Mother Jones website. 
O’Reilly relates that he has covered four 


wars—El Salvador, the Falklands, Israel and 
‘Northern Ireland. 


“...at times dangerous?” Ingrid asks. 
“Yeah, I almost got killed a couple of times.” 
“Is there one situation in particular that you 


remember?” 


“I was there [covering the Falklands War], 
watching this from about 50 feet away from 
where the army was shooting...” 

O’Reilly notes that in this situation, he 
was on his own. No American soldiers were 
there to step in if there were trouble.

broke out, my shooter, my photographer, got 
run over by the crowd, he got trampled by 
the crowd, and the camera went flying. I saved 
_ the tape, because it was an unbelievable tape, 
but I dragged him off the street because he’s 
bleeding from the ear—he had hit his head 
on the concrete—so I’m dragging him off the 
street with one hand, I’ve got the tape in the 
other hand, the sound man is trying to save 
the camera because CBS was not going to be 
- happy to lose a camera that expensive, and 
then the army comes running down and the guy 
points the M-16 at [us] and I’m going periodista 
no disparar which means ‘journalists— 
don’t shoot.’ I said ‘por favor’—please 
don’t shoot.” And there is laughter from the 
audience off-camera. 

At this point, O’Reilly digresses and talks 
about how he had been told by a Jesuit priest 
in El Salvador—about a dozen nuns had just 


been killed and O’Reilly had gotten there right — 


after that, he says—that in South America and 
other parts of the world if ever confronted 
by soldiers who tell you to get down on your 
knees, don’t do it. You lose face when you do 
that. They shoot you in the back of the head. 
That’s what happened to reporter Bill Stewart 


in Nicaragua, O’Reilly says. 

“,..and I looked that guy in they eye, the 
Argentine soldier, and he must have been about 
17, he was a kid, and I looked him in the eye and 
[said] very slowly, periodista no disparar por 
favor senor and then | pointed to my cameraman 
who was South American, I pointed to him— 
you know, the guy’s bleeding—because I was 
obviously helping him, and the guy lowered 
his gun and then went away, but he could have 
easily wiped us off the face of the earth.” _ 

O’Reilly makes the motion of an invisible rifle 
being lowered as he tells this story. 

Mother Jones trumpets the problem. 
“[O’Reilly’s] even claiming he acted heroically 
in a war zone that he apparently never set foot 
in,” they write. 

No American reporters were allowed 
in the Falkland Islands during the war. An 
American war correspondent who was there 
in Argentina says O’Reilly was in Buenos Aires 
in a comfortable hotel, and not in a war zone. 
There was a demonstration in Buenos Aires, 
yes. That’s all he saw. 

Now even Dan’s Papers has received mail 
from people who want O’Reilly taken down 
because of this. We've all seen the proof, they 
tell us. He was on the Falkland Islands? Liar. 
What more does anybody need? 

I looked into this. And it depends what part of 
the tape you watch. Fact is that O’Reilly, earlier 
in this interview at Gurney’s Inn shown on Mother 
Jones, clearly states he is covering fighting in 
Buenos Aires in front of the Presidential Palace. 
He’s not referring to the Islands at all. 


“Yeah, when the Argentines surrendered to 
the British, there were riots in the streets of 
Buenos Aires....and 1 was out there pretty 
much by myself because the other CBS News 
correspondents were hiding in the hotel. I said... 
you gotta get out and cover the story, which | 
did, but when the riots broke out in the Casa 
Rosada, that’s where the Presidential Palace is, 
people were kind of storming the Presidential 
Palace because they were so angry that they 
had lost face, that they had lost to the British. 
There must have been five or six thousand 
people. And the army was standing between the 
people and the Presidential Palace. And...here 
in the United States we would use tear gas and 
rubber bullets—they were doing real bullets, 
they were just gunning these people down, 
shooting them down on the street.”

Interestingly, Mother Jones shows a clip and 
all is relatively peaceful. 

The proof was in the pudding. You can 
watch the full clip of the fighting if you want, 
including what Mother Jones failed to show. It 
was provided by CBS one week after the original 
Mother Jones story. And wow, you should see all 
the police firing their (Continued on next page) 
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guns, pulling people into trucks, all the smoke 
and fire, people on the ground and so forth and 
so on. O’Reilly could be forgiven for considering 
he was in a war zone. It sure looks like one. And 
the Argentines had refused to say hostilities 
were at an end. 

“The fighting in the Falklands is over,” says 
CBS correspondent Dan Rather over a clip of all 
the shooting on the streets. “But there is new 
fighting on the streets of Buenos Aires.” 

CBS new reporter Charles Gomez says, “As 
the mob grew to 10,000 they broke through 
police lines, pelting officers with coins and 
garbage. The police responded using tear- 
gas guns and shotguns firing plastic bullets. 
An unknown number of demonstrators were 
injured... 

It would appear that the correspondents 
who were watching the demonstration out the 
windows of their hotels and saying it wasn’t 
violent were looking down the wrong street. 

So, the question is, is violence in Buenos Aires 
on the day violence ends on the islands a “war 
zone?” It’s at least debatable. I would think if I 
saw what was on that footage, | would say yes. 

The war was ten weeks long. There were 
about 15,000 soldiers involved, and the fighting 
on land was all on the islands, two tiny specks 
inhabited by 1,200 Englishmen about 400 miles 
out in the ocean off the Argentine coast. But 
there was also action at sea. Half a dozen 
warships were sunk, some near other islands. 
About 120 jet fighters, 100 of which were 
Argentine taking off from airfields on the 
mainland, fought one another in the air with 


missiles and rockets. About a dozen of those 
were shot down. It was a fierce, short war in 
which about 900 people died. And the fighting 
in Buenos Aires at the end was enough to bring 
the government down. How many were killed 
or injured? We’ll never know. The government 
refused to release the information. 

Bill O’Reilly has said, since the accusations, 
that absolutely everything he’s said was true. 
And Fox is backing him. He’s dubbed one 
of his fellow reporters in Buenos Aires, a 
detractor, “Room Service Eric.” And his ratings 
have soared. 

So I was thinking, well, we’ve got to give Bill 
O'Reilly a pass on this one. 

But then I watched a compilation of videos 
of him, including the Montauk interview, telling 
his Falklands story—the compilation editors 
were leaving some video clips in and others 
out—and here’s what he said on his own show, 
The O'Reilly Factor, when talking to Boston 
Globe photographer John Tlumacki after the 
Boston Marathon bombing. 


“Because I was in a situation, one time, in a ~ 


war zone in Argentina, in the Falklands, where 
my photographer got run down and then hit 
his head and was bleeding from the ear on the 
concrete. And the army was chasing us. | had to 
make a decision. And I dragged him off...” 

In a war zone in Argentina in the Falklands? 
That’s what he said! I take back that pass. 

What these war zone reporters need 
is their own VFW hall where they can tell 
their stories. What happens at the VFW stays 
at the VFW.

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Spider is still trying to 
figure out what we fed

J ules Feiffer is one of the most celebrated 
@J cartoonists of his generation. He has won 
the Pulitzer Prize for his cartoons in The Village 
Voice. He has won an Academy Award for his 
screenplay for the animated film Munro, for 
which he earlier had written the illustrated 
cartoon book by that name. He’s been elected 
to the American Academy of Arts and Sciences 
and the American Academy of Arts and Letters, 
and in March he will honored for lifetime 
achievement by Guild Hall. For the last 13 
years, he’s also taught a course at Stony Brook 
Southampton Writing Arts Department called 
“Humor and Truth.” And finally, this year, at the 
age of 85, he wrote and illustrated a book called 
Kill My Mother that won a rave review on the 
front page of the New York Times Book Review 
and became a best seller. Images and stories 
simply leap from his fertile mind. And they have 
been doing so since he was six years old. 

Jules was born and raised in the Bronx, the 
son of a father who owned a series of clothing 
stores that, one after the other, failed. Those 
were the Great Depression years. Food got put 
on the table for the family by his mother, who 
worked from home as a fashion designer. She 
would design dresses, then take the designs 
down to the garment district in Manhattan 
and sell them to manufacturers there for $3 a 
design. She had a drawing table in the bedroom 
she shared with her husband. There was also a 
drawing board in Jules’ room. 

It was on this drawing board that Jules did his

first cartoons, emulating the drawings made of 
Popeye the Sailor Man, created by E.C. Segar. 
He had become fascinated with this work. 

“I read the Sunday color supplements and 
the five or six column daily strips. They were 
a major form of entertainment in those pre- 
technicolor, pre-TV, pre-digital days,” Jules 
says. He was six. Popeye was full-page, in color, 
in the Sunday newspapers as a 12-panel cartoon 
story and daily as a single strip. Other comic 
strips were Terry and the Pirates, Flash Gordon 
and Prince Valiant. These were what kept kids 
going in those years. 

When people think of cartoons today, what 
they mostly think of is what are called gag 
cartoons, a single panel that tells a joke. Jules 
fell in love with comic and adventure strips. He 
thought he wanted to write such things when 
he grew up. He never wavered. 

Jules went to PS 77, two blocks away from his 
home, then to the James Monroe High School 
across the street. He was an indifferent student. 

“I felt I didn’t learn anything in school,” he 
says. “I told them what they wanted to hear so 
that I could get my diploma and escape.” 

He took the required art appreciation course. 
He liked to look at art and see what sort of 
emotional reaction he got. The course taught it 
the other way around. 

“Before you looked at a painting, they insisted 
you learn everything about it ahead of time.” 

In those years, the Depression years, 
everybody had an opinion. He had two sisters, 
the younger of whom survives. She had a career 
as a high school history teacher and lives in

Huntington. His older sister, now deceased, 
was a full blown Stalinist. She and Jules had 
arguments. 

“She was always quoting The Wall Street 
Journal,” he says. “The very thing she was 
fighting against. She denied the purges, the anti- 
Semitism, the show trials. None of those things 
were going on in the Soviet Union.” 

Jules never went to college. He only had two 
in mind, Cooper Union and NYU in Washington 
Square to study cartooning. Both turned him 
down. 

“I started looking around, hoping to be some 
cartoonist’s assistant. But those jobs were 
hard to find. Finally, | looked up Will Eisner, 
who wrote a comic book supplement that got 
inserted into newspapers. It was called “The 
Spirit,’ about a crime buster who wore a mask. 
And no superpowers. 

“Eisner had an office on Wall Street. He had 
his drawing board in the front office next to his 
secretary. The assistants worked in boards in 
the back, doing lettering, coloring, shading etc. 
I showed him my work, and he said ‘it’s lousy,’ 
so I began to talk about his work and how much 
] admired it, which I did. He was my hero. So he 
hired me as a sort of Eisner groupie. | became 
his. comics-conversationalist in the office. 
I was 17.” 

Jules stuck around. He could draw figures, 
but he had no sense of objects. When he drew 
a gun, he told me, it looked like it was made 
of butter. He needed to be proficient with a 
#2 or #3 brush and he wasn’t. But Eisner kept 
him around. (Cont'd on next page) 
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“Looking for work I could 
handle, he tried me out on 
story. And lo and behold, I 
became the ghost-writer on 
‘The Spirit’ for two years.” 

Jules was drafted in 1951 
just as the Korean War was 
winding down. He _ went 
through basic training at 
Fort Dix, then was sent” 
to Fort Monmouth to a 
magazine unit that did army 
manuals. This was in New 
Jersey. He served two years, 
and on the side, with the 
permission of his superior, 
he began to draw a boy 
named Munro, who was 4 
years old, but got drafted 
anyway. The army said he 
couldn’t be 4 because the 
army doesn’t draft 4 year 
olds. And it went on from 


Out of the Army at the age 
of 23, he returned to New 
York City, told his mother 
he would not be coming 
home, which made her sad, 
and then he rented a cheap 
apartment on East 5th Street 
between Avenue A and B 
(everything was cheap then, 
he says) and began to look 
for a job in an art studio 
LEN where he could draw and 
also still draw at home. 

“I found out there was 
unemployment insurance. 
If you could work for six 
months and get fired, you 


for six months. So I'd do 
that. Six months at a hack 
art studio job, then do 
something to get fired, and 
then six months writing 


there. 

“I had learned that if you 
wanted to make an editorial 
point, such as about the military mindlessness 
that held sway at that time, you couldn’t just 
come out and have a lead character spout it, 
you had to find a way to sneak it in around 
corners. A kind of sleight of hand. And being 
funny helped a lot. There were no Jon Stewarts 
or Colberts around then. They wouldn’t have 
been allowed on the air. This was the age of 
loyalty oaths and Joe McCarthy.”

Jules explains how you could live just fine 
then. “I was getting $20 a month from the Army.

long narrative cartoon books. Some you will 
be familiar with.

“I took them around the city to publishers. All 
of them liked what I did, but they didn’t know 
what to do with them. They said I needed a 
name. They were all very encouraging.” 

One day, Jules Feiffer saw a copy of a new 
local newspaper on the stand. It was called The 
Village Voice. He went down and met the editor 
and publisher, Dan Wolf and Ed Fancher. They 
loved his drawings. Everybody in the office — 
loved them. They were offbeat and new. 

“They went nuts. They wanted to hire me 
on the spot. I asked, what do you want me to 
do? They said whatever you want. The thought 
terrified me. I wanted an assignment. I would be 
on my own.” ; 

Feiffer thought that maybe it would take three 
years to get well known. It took three months. 
He became famous. 

“My drawings were political, social and sexual. 
Nobody was doing this. I wrote and drew the ~ 
subtext of what readers thought but were 
scared to say. This was in the straightlaced 
1950s.” 

“They didn’t pay me a penny for my first eight 
years. But I was being published. I discovered 
freedom. But now I had a. choice to make. | 
could look for more success and money. And 
yes, | wanted those things, but what I had was 
more important. I was doing what I wanted to 
do. I thought—screw the money.”

Rendered with the 
distinctive hand of artist Joe 
Chierchio, this week’s cover 
depicts an often-overlooked 
winter activity: ice fishing. 
Here on Long Island, deep 
freshwater ponds like 
Laurel Lake and Wildwood 
Lake, kettle holes that were 
formed by melting ice at the 
end of the last Ice Age, are 
«some of the few places for ice fishing. Walleye, 
pike and pickerel are commonly what are sought 
out—with only the latter of the three inhabiting . 
Long Island’s fresh waters. Nonetheless, ice 
fishing has something nostalgic about it—and 
anyone familiar with Chierchio’s work knows he 
loves capturing a bygone era with narrative— 
whether it’s through classic films, cars or the 
city life of his childhood. 

After many successful years in advertising, 
Chierchio works on his own drawings, paintings 
and sculpture out of his studios in Water Mill 
and in New York City. He does commissions 
and of course enjoys the challenge of coming 
up with new Dan’s Papers covers. His marble, 
alabaster and limestone sculptures can be 
seen at Chrysalis Gallery in Southampton. 
After what seems like one of the iciest winters 
ever, Chierchio fills us in on his inspiration 
for this week’s cover and his current 
artistic endeavors. 


What medium do you use for the murals? 

We have a slate blackboard, which is used 
as the menu to write the specials of the day. | 
thought, “what a waste of a big piece of slate,” 
so | suggested murals. I use chalk on the slate 
and I’ve been making videos of the process, 
along with music. 

[It’s] a lot of fun. What’s happening now is 
that I’m getting commissions to do murals in 
people’s homes.

panel in The Village Voice for the next 42 years. 
In the meantime, he also wrote screenplays and 
books, more than a dozen of them, collaborated 
with others, wrote the play Liftle Murders, 
and another called The White House Murder 
Case, wrote a novel called Harry, the Rat with 
Women, and wrote the screenplays for Carnal 
Knowledge, Popeye and Munro. He won Obies 
and Outer Circle Critics Awards. He moved to 
the Upper West Side. He married, helped raise 
three daughters, became well known around 
the world, and then around 2000, at the age of 
71, he began to wonder if anything he was doing 
mattered. 

“It was during the Gore-Bush presidential 
election. I had thought all this time that what 
I did made a difference. Now I thought, the 
politics, the president—it all leads nowhere. 
Bush or Gore, what’s the difference. I have to 
make a change for myself.” 

In other words, it was no longer fun. 

Fortunately, as Jules now sees it, he was fired 
from the Voice. They said they were over-paying 
him and wanted to cut back, Jules says. He had 
begun to write and illustrate children’s books, 
and, along with playwriting and screenwriting, 
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the weekly comic strip had not only ceased 
to become his major source of income, it had 
begun to lose his interest. 

His leaving the Voice was front page metro 
news in The New York Times. And among others 
reading what was happening was writer Roger 
Rosenblatt, who was starting a creative writing 
department at Southampton College. He called 
Jules up. 

“T want you to teach a humor-writing course 
at Southampton,’ he said. ‘I’m not interested in 
your self-pity. I just want to know when does 
your health insurance run‘out’” 

“At the end of the year.” 

“You are going to come out here to teach. 
Anything you want. You will be paid next to 
nothing and you get full insurance coverage.” 

“What should I teach?” 

“I don’t care.” 
“How often?” 

“It’s up to you.” 

“When do I have to start?” 

“You’re beginning to bore me,” Roger said, 
and hung up. 

Jules Feiffer moved out here three years 
later, he met the love of his life, Joan, who 
writes as J. Z. Holden, and they got a house 
in Northwest. He loved 
writing class, “Humor and Truth.” 

“I told my students, ‘You have a license to fail. 


Play it safe, you won’t do well. Take chances, 


you'll do better.’ I taught once a week, for three 


- hours, anywhere from 10 to 15 kids. I get a lot 


of young people, a lot of older people, nearly 
all of whom had interesting stories to tell. They 
had burned out. Drugs. Divorce. Drink. Moved

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out here. Discovered or re-discovered writing 
and, to my surprise and delight, I knew how to 
connect with them. I was able to help them. It’s 
been one of the most rewarding experiences of 
my life.” 

(Beginning in 2015, with “Humor and Truth” 
ending its run, he begins teaching “the Graphic 
Novel.”) : 

With his new life, Jules suddenly felt free to 
do exactly what he wanted with his work. And 
he found it — quite sensationally considering the 
reaction — by going back to his roots. 

“I rediscovered the form I loved as a kid,” he 
tells me. “It’s story telling, noir story telling in - 
the mode of Hammett and Chandler. Like The 
Big Sleep, or This Gun for Hire or The Maltese 
Falcon.” 

Kill My Mother is a 150-page book telling the 
story of two families of women caught up in a 
world of private eyes, Hollywood and murder. 
It takes place between 1933 and 1943, drawn 
in the style he adapted from his heroes, Eisner 
and Caniff, a style that Jules claims he was 
unable to master until he was 80. It is refreshing, 
sensational, vividly graphic storytelling and it 
has struck a chord with the American public. 
They thought he would just fade away? Not at 
all. 

Eighty six now, there is another reason why 
he has taken to this form. He doesn’t hear very 
well. He doesn’t move so well. That makes it 
difficult to collaborate on writing plays and 
movies when it is difficult to hear the dialogue 
you wrote. 

“But this, sitting at my board, I am the writer, 
the director and the entire cast of this movie— 
on paper.” 

Also in this era he has penned Backing into 
Forward: A Memoir. He has another book called 
Out of Line: The Art of Jules Feiffer coming 
from Abrams in mid-May. And he considers 
Kill My Mother as only the first of a trilogy. At 
the present time, he is hard at work on the 
second of these action-adventure adult comic 
books, which is set in 1931 as a prequel to 
Kill My Mother. He should have it finished by 
next November. Then he will begin his third 
book, set in the early 1950s which is about the 
Hollywood blacklist era. It’s tentatively called 
Archie Goldman and the Decline of the West. 

In the meantime, his book The Man in the 
Ceiling is being made into a Broadway Musical 
for 2016, produced by Sagaponack resident 
Jeffrey Seller, with a book by Jules and music 
and lyrics by the composer of The Addams 
Family, Andrew Lippa. 

And then, as our interview ends, he tells me 
about his three daughters. 

Halley, 30, has her play /’m Gonna Pray for 
You So Hard now concluding a sold-out run at 
the Atlantic Theater Company. Kate, his eldest, 
lives on Martha’s Vineyard and writes picture 
books for children, four of which Jules has 
illustrated. And Julie, at 21, lives and works in 
Larchmont, N.Y. with her boyfriend.

The Eternal Question: What Won’t Deer Eat?

I have the uprights for a 6 
fence installed on each side of 
the front of my house. At some 
point this spring, in the midst 
of a round of spring cleanups, 
E I am determined that I will 
finish the fence! This will fence 
off the backyard. It’s part of 
my continuing attempts to

and so must find ways to comply with village fence 
regulations. In the first years we lived here, we didn’t 
have a deer problem. I had a beautiful hosta bed with 
mauve martagon lilies in it and a large rose bed. All of 
these beauties were given away to fortunate friends 
with no deer. Since then, deer have moved into 
most of Sag Harbor. But I want to grow vegetables, 
so I will begin to experiment with my deer-resistant 
yard this spring. 

Before I’m convinced that I have been successful, 
I will begin with a few varieties that are supposed 
to be deer proof. I’m not going to prepare new beds 
or remove plants from existing beds. | will just 
tuck plants and seeds in spaces between flowers 
and shrubs. 

Shallots and radishes are first on the list—two 
favorites. Winter and summer squash and gourds 
are supposedly moderately resistant. I will plant the 
seeds of these in the beds and let the vines grow

on my “assorted plant material” 
lawn. If the vines adversely 
affect the plant material, that 
will regrow almost immediately 
as it is indigenous. 

For me, summer means 
green beans and tomatoes. | 
will make a space for tomatoes 
because deer reportedly do not 
eat them. I find this hard to 
believe. Maybe they don’t eat 
the leaves much, but how about 
the tasty fruit? Tomatoes are 
definitely an experiment, but are 
so necessary. 

] might even try beans, which 
are on the deer favorite list. 
Maybe if I plant marigolds 
around them, and deer breach 
my fences, they will be deterred 
from my precious green beans 
by the scent of the marigolds... 

I will continue to add herbs 
to the garden as | have done for 
years. The plants are beautiful 
and deer-proof. Deer don’t like 
smelly and/or resinous plants. | have a lot of thyme— 
regular, lemon and lavender. Sage is a favorite plant. 
I use it in flower gardens, especially with roses and 
always in clients’ vegetable gardens. Each year | 
plant parsley if only for the swallowtail butterflies 
that lay eggs in it. I like cilantro and basil and will try

them, although they are-on the 
moderately resistant list. 

If this experiment proves 
successful, I will expand it next 
year and maybe even make a 
new bed for vegetables. But then 
there are raccoons and squirrels. 
I will see what they do this year. 


WARNING: I recently read 
a recommendation in a very 
reputable gardening magazine to 
include English ivy in a garden 
bed. DO NOT DO THIS! In fact, do 
not plant ivy anywhere except in 
a pot. It will take over your beds, 
hedges, lawn (if you let it), trees, 
shrubbery and your house. If it 
climbs to the tops of your trees, 
it can become so heavy that it 
- severely damages or even pulls 
£them down. It will grow under 
gthe shingles on your house and 
© roof and into any cracks it finds. 
Yes, I am trying to scare you. | 
know, even landscapers plant ivy 
as ground cover, but at some point, someone like me 
has to pull it out. g&

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Leslie Tarbell Donowan Sets the Stage

ot too long ago, staging was a foreign concept. 

With the advent of shows like Million Dollar 
Listing, consumers are now more aware of the 
importance of showcasing a home in its most pristine 
state, and that includes helping potential buyers 
imagine themselves in the home by outfitting it with 
proper furnishings. We spoke with Leslie Tarbell 
Donovan, one of the East End’s most prominent 
stagers, to find out more about this now-common 
practice. 


Why is staging so important? 

In a perfect scenario, a home should be staged 
before it’s listed on the market. Staging is one of 
the best investments a homeowner can make in 
the process of selling a home, and the low cost. of 
staging provides a huge return on the investment. 
The longer a home remains on the market, the lower 
the price will be, so hiring a professional stager 
is critical prior to showing it, and certainly before 
dropping the price. Staging a home from the outset 
eliminates an adverse first impression and negative 
word of mouth. 


How is it different from interior design? 

Interior designers usually have a blank slate to 
work with, so naturally that requires a larger budget. 
Staging works with an occupied, furnished space. 
A stager uses the client’s own possessions, then 
edits and re-styles the placement, enhanced by 
the addition of complimentary accessories, modern 
touches and minor home improvements. 


Can you tell us a little bit about your background? 
When | became the East End’s first Accredited 


Staging Planner in 2002, the process was 
virtually unknown, but as more real estate 
surveys surfaced and annual statistics grew, 
the good news traveled fast. It’s now a known 
fact—90% of staged homes sell in one-third the 
time it takes to sell an un-staged home. Most 
owners don’t view their homes objectively 
and only 10% can actually visualize the 
potential of their home. But with the help of 
television shows like Million Dollar Listing the 
public has become educated in a big way. 


What kind of budget should people expect 
to need if they’re looking to stage their 
Hamptons home? 

The client usually provides me with a

budget, not the reverse, so the cost of staging When selling, home staging is important. 


can vary depending on the size and complexity 
of the project. The furnishing and accessories 
budget can range anywhere from $1,000 to as high as 
$50,000. As a rule, I get paid by the individual project, 
and with prop/furniture purchases | prefer to waive 


the commission usually charged by designers, and . 


thus I pass the savings along to my client. 


Any home design pet peeves? 
An adverse odor or strong smell in a home is a 
major distraction and. one of the hardest things to 


erase from a potential buyer’s memory. Pets, heavily — 


aromatic foods, home/healthcare, dampness/mold 
or strong “Febreze” type cover- ups that smell like 
they’re purposely disguising something are among 
the biggest offenders. Displaying objects such as 
weapons or personal religious objects are also 
something to avoid when offering your home up for 
public viewing, as they divert a buyer’s attention in 
the wrong direction. Another factor that I’ve learned 


to work around is when the owner is currently 
living in their newly staged home, especially during 
the summer months when entertaining and the 
frequency of weekend guests is at a high point. A 
good staging must then balance between maintaining 


‘a comfortable lifestyle while ensuring that the home 


remains in pristine, showing condition. 


What attracted you to the East End? 

My husband Art and | have a lighting design 
company that we established in 1990. 

Staging Places was a natural spin off and a subsidiary 
of Donovan Design. Because of its literary and artistic 
history, inhabitants of the East End possess an innate 
appreciation of the arts and culture, uncommon in 
most small suburban towns. 4.

Southold and Southampton Celebrate in 2013!

his year is a big one for both the North and 

South Forks of Long Island. English settlers 
first arrived on the forks in 1640, and so this year 
marks the 375th anniversary of both Southampton 
and Southold Towns. Those English didn’t waste 
any time setting up Presbyterian churches, and 
so the First Presbyterian Church of Southold is 
also celebrating 375 years and they, together with 
the Town of Southold, have planned a year-long 
anniversary celebration throughout 2015. 

The festivities kicked off with a cocktail party 
at Brecknock Hall in Greenport on January 17, 
but the honorary convocation is going to be held 
jointly with the Town of Southampton and the First 
Presbyterian Church of Southampton this Saturday, 
March 7 at 3 p.m. at the First Presbyterian Church of 
Southampton. The church is located at 2 South Main 
Street in Southampton, and the convocation is open 
to everyone at no charge. 

Southampton has a long history of celebrating its 
anniversary every 25 years, but this convocation 
involves a bit of hatchet burying on both sides. 
Southold and Southampton have long had a friendly 
rivalry as to which town is the oldest English 
settlement in New York. 

“We say we got here in June. Southold says 
it wasn’t until August,” explains Tom Edmonds, 

_Executive Director of the Southampton Historical 
Museum. “It’s all done in good humor.” Though 
Southampton has held convocations every 25 years 
at the First Presbyterian Church of Southampton to 


commemorate its anniversary, 
this convocation will be unique 
because Southampton has 
invited Southold town to be 
involved. 


Putting their friendly 
rivalry aside, Southold and 
Southampton Towns and 


Presbyterian Churches have 
come together to celebrate 


their mutual heritage. The 
convocation’ will feature 
speakers such as 


County Legislator Al Krupski, 

representing Southold, Suffolk County Legislator Jay 
Schneiderman, representing Southampton, Dr. Peter 
Kelly from the First Presbyterian Church of Southold, 
and Dr. Richard Boyer from Southampton’s First 
Presbyterian Church. 

The convocation will also showcase music 
performed by Southampton’s First Presbyterian 
Church Choir, Showers of Blessings, and 
the Southampton High School Choir. 

The 375th Anniversary celebrations continue 
in April, starting with a “ringing of the bell” for 
submarines at New Suffolk Beach on April 12. 

Next up for Southold is a Douglas Moore memorial 
concert on April 18. Moore, who died in 1969, 
was a composer, a native son of Cutchogue in 
Southold Town who is best remembered for his 
opera The Ballad of Baby Doe. And for those who 
won't be able to make it out to the East End in 
April, a second Douglas Moore memorial concert is 


Suffolk The Thomas Moore House and the Southold Historical Society in Southold 


scheduled for August 8. 

The First Presbyterian Church of Southold begins 
their events with a Victorian Tea on June 14. 

The largest event held by the church, however, 
will be the Homecoming Weekend and Artisan Fair, 
which will take place from July 10 to July 12. 

Southold Town’s signature event will be a parade 
on August 1. 

Come the end of summer, the rivalry between 
Southold and Southampton returns with The 
Southold/Southampton Sports Challenge, held on 
September 20 by the First Presbyterian Church of 
Southold. 

The final event planned (so far) by the Church 
is the 375th Anniversary Commemorative Worship 
Service on October 18. 

Potential autumn events coordinated by Southold 
Town include a tour of the historic homes and a 
volunteer day. g&.

his summer, Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor 

Center for the Arts will present the world 
premiere of The New Sincerity, a comedy by Alena 
Smith. The play focuses on a young journalist who 
finds herself in the throes of a love triangle while 
becoming swept up in an Occupy-style movement. 
Dan’s Papers spoke with Smith, who received her MFA 
in Playwriting from the Yale School of Drama, about 
the politically charged comedy, as well as her writing 
for the Montauk-set Showtime series The Affair.

The New Sincerity is a personal work for Smith, 
who was inspired by her own experiences in the 
Occupy movement while writing the play. “Part of 
my inspiration came from being involved with the 
Occupy movement in 2011,” Smith says. “[What I 
was] sort of witnessing at the same time was one of 
the most exciting and unexpected actions and civil 
protest and disobedience I’ve seen in my lifetime. But 
that also came with inner conflicts and hypocrisies, 
and the overall vagueness that Occupy was accused 
of. It was just a very exciting time.” The play, which 
Smith has worked on for several years, was originally 
developed at the Cape Cod Theater Project in 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. “Theater’s slow!” Smith 
marvels.” | finished the first draft in 2012. It’s grown, 


- gotten better...in the first draft, it was missing an 


entire character that’s turned out to be one of the 
favorites during readings. At this point, it’s had like 
15 readings, but it’s still going to be really thrilling [at 
Bay Street].” 

A full-time writer, Smith also writes for television, 
having previously worked on HBO’s acclaimed 
Aaron Sorkin drama The Newsroom. “It was a great 
experience,” Smith says. “It was my first job writing 
for television. But I learned an amazing amount and 
definitely sensed Aaron Sorkin’s connection and 
origins in theater. The set felt like a Broadway set, 
since the show took place in one area. And it was like 
the best cast on TV.” Being a playwright has informed 
Smith’s TV writing. “I wrote plays only for 10 years. 
For TV, I bring an interest in looking at ideas, looking 
at themes. I like to write complex characters in 
somewhat confined situations. There are some 
shows that I’m more naturally comfortable writing 
for than others.” 

While The Newsroom was a deep political drama 
and her play is a comedy, Smith doesn’t have a set 
answer as to whether she’s more comfortable writing 
serious stories or comedic ones. “This is the million 
dollar question,” she says. “When I came to LA, this 
question tripped me up a lot, and I’ve come to believe 
that it doesn’t really matter at all. I don’t see myself 
writing slapstick comedy, but I don’t see myself

writing police procedurals, either,” she laughs. 

Smith is now writing for The Affair, which will 
premiere its second season later this year. “It’s 
unbelievably wonderful,” Smith says. “It’s the best job 
I’ve ever had. It’s a special situation—almost every 
writer on the staff is a playwright. Sarah [Treem, 
co-creator] and I went to drama school together, so 
we've known each other for years. She’s a huge role 
model and a good friend.” The Affair’s unique format, 
a story told from two perspectives by unreliable 
narrators, excites Smith. “I really love the show. I feel 
So in sync with. the writing. It’s a chamber piece, and 
playing with perspectives like that is so different.” 
Smith also confirms that the second season will be 
set on the East End. “I’m moving to New York in May 
to be on set. A lot of the shooting will be in Montauk.” 

Smith is excited for The New Sincerity to debut at 
Bay Street. She hopes that, in addition to making 
people laugh, the play will stay with audiences. “I 
think that it’s a play that provokes a lot of discussions 
and also is funny. So hopefully they'll like it.” ga

EVERLY 
I know what you’re thinking 
about Everly. “At last, that bio- 
pic about Don and Phil Everly, 
the two Texas brothers who 
rode their perfectly matched 
harmony voices and boyish 
charm to rock and roll fame in 
the late 50s.” You’ll probably 
feel cheated and mistreated 
if you go into Everly laboring 
under that misconception. 
Because in Everly, instead of two boys singing like 
angels, we find a baroquely tatted Selma Hayek 
playing Everly, a woman whose ex, a mob boss, 
has sent a team of assassins to kill her. Talk about 
“Bye Bye, Love.” The only singing comes from 
sharp blades flying through the air and from rocket 
propelled grenades whizzing past. In 
other words, the fact that “Wake Up, 
Little Susie” isn’t featured prominently 
-in the soundtrack of Everly won’t be 
your only clue that Everly is NOT 
a film about the legendary Everly 
Brothers. It may well be the greatest 
disappointment since we _ learned 
that Selma was not a biopic about 
Selma Hayek.

Winner, Winner Chicken Dinner! 


BY GENEVIEVE HORSBURGH 


What’s for dinner? If you find 
yourself asking this question 
often, trust me, you are not 
alone! We are all so busy 
that sometimes that simple 
question can send us into a 
tailspin. Don’t panic! I’ve got a 
healthy, delicious dinner plan 
that will make tomorrow’s 
dinner a breeze. 

My Honey Balsamic Chicken 
is a favorite; my husband is 
always asking me to make it. | love balsamic vinegar 
and it lends tremendous flavor to whatever you pair 
it with. I add honey to accentuate the sweetness 
of the balsamic, and because it gives the chicken a 
wonderful caramelized flavor. I like to slice the garlic 
so that it releases its glorious garlicky flavor, but 
doesn’t burn in the pan. (If you’re sensitive to garlic 
like I am, you can avoid eating the slices after it’s 
cooked.) 

This chicken pairs -perfectly with my healthy 
and delicious Quinoa Pilaf. Quinoa is considered 
a superfood because it’s high in protein, essential 
amino acids and is gluten free. If you haven’t tried 
quinoa yet, you are missing out! 

If you have leftovers, combine them in your favorite 
food storage container for lunch the next day. If you 
have only quinoa left, try roasting a vegetable like 
broccoli, carrots or butternut squash and mix it with 


the quinoa for a fast and healthy lunch, or for a side 
dish with another meal. 


HONEY BALSAMIC CHICKEN 


1 Ib. boneless chicken tenderloins or breasts 
1 large re-sealable plastic food storage bag 

2 tablespoons honey 

1/4 cup balsamic vinegar 

2 or 3 cloves of garlic, sliced 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon chopped, fresh parsley 

(or 1 teaspoon dry parsley) 

olive or coconut oil for sautéing 


Place your chicken in your re-sealable plastic food 
storage bag, then add all your ingredients on top; 
honey, balsamic, garlic, salt, pepper, parsley. 

Seal the bag and toss until chicken is coated with 
your marinade. Let chicken marinate for at least 1 
hour, or overnight. The longer it sits, the more flavor 
the chicken will absorb. What I like to do is prepare 
the chicken in the marinade before I leave for work 
in the morning, which leaves plenty of time for the 
flavors to develop. 


To sauté in a skillet: 

Preheat your skillet over medium-high heat and 
add a tablespoon of coconut or olive oil. When the 
pan is hot, arrange the chicken in the pan (discard 
marinade.) You want to hear that “sizzle” when you 


drop in your chicken, so you know you will have 
a nice caramelized sear. Cook about 6-8 minutes a 
side, until the juice runs clear. (You can also place 
the marinated chicken on a baking sheet lined with 
parchment in a preheated 375° oven for about 15-20 
minutes.) 

I like to serve with the quinoa pilaf and lightly 
salted green beans. 


QUINOA PILAF 


1 cup pre-rinsed quinoa 

1 tablespoon coconut oil ; 

1 small onion, or half of a large one, finely diced 
1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon pepper 

2 cups chicken or vegetable broth 


Heat a medium size saucepan on the stove over 
medium heat and add 1 tablespoon of coconut oil. 
When heated, add your diced onion, salt and pepper, 
and sauté until onions are translucent, about 5 
minutes. 

Add your uncooked quinoa to the onion mixture, 
and sauté for another 5 minutes. Your nose will know 
when the quinoa is toasted as it gives off a wonderful 
nutty aroma when cooked. 

Add the broth, bring to a simmer, then turn your 
heat down to low, cover, and let cook for 20-25 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 

I like to drizzle a touch of olive oil when it’s finished 
to add a little more flavor and to finish the dish. G&

Architect Behind World’s Fanciest Chicken Coop 


BY SHARON FEIEREISEN 


L eave it to a Hamptons homeowner to recruit Ste- 
phen Cassell, a partner in Architecture Research 
Office, to design the world’s most luxurious chicken 
coop. At six feet tall, the coop features radiant floor 
heating, a metal roof with folded shingle edges that 
create patterns of shade, and easy access doors to 
collect the eggs and clear the droppings. We spoke 
with Cassell to find out more about his recent design 
project and his thoughts on Hamptons architecture. 


Can you tell us a little bit about your background? 

Adam Yarinksy and | started Architecture Re- 
search Office 20 years ago with the idea that we al- 
ways wanted to have a diverse, generalist practice. 
We now have a third partner in Kim Yao. Over the 
years, we have designed private houses, dormitory 
buildings, schools, museums, theaters, stadiums, 
an army-recruiting center, offices and now a chicken 
coop. | firmly believe that there is a cross pollination 
between the different types of projects that makes 
our work stronger overall.

Can you tell us about some of your favorite as- 
pects of East End architecture? 

The better works of architecture in the area are 
carefully integrated into the surrounding landscape.

I love seeing how people’s lives intersect with the 
spaces that they inhabit—their art, family photos, 
objects, mementos. These are the things that really 
make spaces rich and alive.

I was approached by a board member of a nonprofit 
and asked whether we would ever think of designing 
a really modern chicken coop. It was a commission 
that we couldn’t pass up. 


Did you know anything about chicken coops be- 
fore undertaking the project? 
Absolutely nothing—that was one of the things 


that made it such a great project. And this isn’t really 
unusual for us. As the name of our firm implies, we 
spend a lot of time researching at the beginning of 
each project, and this one was no exception. J now 
know more about how, why, and when chickens lay 
eggs than | ever thought I would. 


Can you highlight other memorably unique 
amenities or projects you’ve worked on? 

Two things come to mind. 

We always try to avoid cluttering up beautiful spac- 
es with the pragmatic necessities of architecture; so, 


when we recently restored the Donald Judd Home 
and Studio in SoHo, we connected a 50-foot-long Don- 
ald Flavin light sculpture to a hidden “battery pack.” 
It allowed a beautiful piece of sculpture to perform a 
dual function as the world’s most amazing emergen- 
cy light, in addition to being an extraordinary work 
of art. 

In another project, on a remote site near Telluride, 
Colorado, we had two beavers brought in so that 
they would rebuild an old beaver damn and adjacent 
pond. It wasn’t our design, but the beavers built a 
pretty nice structure all by themselves. g&
